Love’s Labor, backed for a good 
thing, ran well for a mile and then retired, but 
may do better soon. Frangible showed an im- 
proved race and is abont ready to win over a 
soft or mnddy track. 

The steeplechase proved to be fairly exciting 
after the tenth jnmp bed been taken, Flaccne 
moving np to Crest, which bad been in the lead 
np to this obstacle, and caught her just as 
be bad entered the short stretch. As they 
wheeled for home Flaccns bnmped Crest off 
her stride toward the outside rail, but she was 
well beaten at the time and the interference 
hardly made any difference in the result. Flac- 
cuB won well in band by a neck, while Grey 
John finished third twelve lengths behind. The 
last namedi jumped fairly well but could not 
run fast over the flat. Bono Setter wont down 
over the first jump. He then ran away and in- 
jured himself so that be had to be destroyed. 

An unwieldy bunch of maidens two-year-old 
fillies lined np to the barrier in the first race, 
sixteen in all responding to the bugle call. 
Fronts was easily the best and after lying up to 
the head of the stretch, came away in the last 
eighth winning bands down by three and a half 
lengths, with Lucy Locket second one before 
Baby Ball, The last named was tiring badly 
in the last hundred yards and just lasted long 
enough to beat the fast closing Arigato a bead 
on tbe|po8t|for third place. The latter was as 
good as left and made up much ground. She 
will bear watching in her class from now on. 
Jane Oaker quit when the pinch came. Mary 
Pine ran a dull race. 

On the strength of his good showing with 
George Arnold August 8, St. Cuthbert was made 
a decided favorite in the sprint race, the second 
on the card. He was in fine form and grabbed 
the fleet-footed Money Muss from the very start. 
The twofran bead and head to the run in where 
St. Cuthbert lost about a length by turning 
wide but he made up the loet ground fast in the 
last eighth. He kept slightly bearing in on the 
tiring Money Muss in the closing strides finally 
winninglby a length. Money Muss was so spent 
at the wire that ha barely got his head under it 
in front of the fast closing Maggie Davie which 
would have been second in one more stride. 
Henry of Trastamare ran a fair race closing np 
with determination in the last sixteenth after 
being badly outrun in the first part of the race. 
Theory was well up to a furlong out but fell 
away gradually from there home. The rest 
were always outrun. 

Turn abont is fair play in thefcase of McCbes- 
ney and Lord Qnex, this time the latter revers- 
ing the verdict of the former against him at 
even weights last week. Lord Qnex put up an 
ezeellant performance and easUy showed his 
superiority over MeChesney when it cosses to 
packing weight. When the latter beat him 
they carried only 98 pounds^but yesterday they 
picked np nine pounds more, and Lord Quez 
virtnaUy;.ran away from him. He led from 
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start to finish, winning easily by two and a half 
lengths, while MeChesney beat Rcsewar one 
and a half for second place. The last named 
bad a close call for third money as Marque 
would have grabbed it in a stride or two. Bose- 
war was out to the last ounce in the closing 
strides after lying in second position up to this 
point. It was the first time Marque had start- 
ed hereabouts and her showing was a creditable 
one. Miracle II. ran an improved race. He 
rune best in the mud, 

Sam Lazarus Esq, carried off the last race in 
a red hot finish by a bead from W. B. Gates, 
which beat Mondoro a half length for second 
place. Sam Lazarus Esq.’s win was a lucky 
one, as with any kind of racing luck W. B. Gates 
would have surely wou. Ha was messed about 
in the early stages of the race and then finished 
with a fine rush. Mondoro tired In the closing 
strides after appearing to be the probable win- 
I ner at the last eighth pole. Nettie Regent 
was the victim of a bad ride and was pocketed 
all the way down the stretch on the inside rail. 
Hylo showed a little early speed.

The Parader was injured in running for the 
Travers Stakes last Saturday and which he 
should have won.

The unique sporting 
stakes, won by Goldsmith last Saturday, was 
valued at $15,500 and the winner got all. No 
second or third moneys. This remarkable stake 
Mr. H. D. McIntyre believes will in time net the 
winner $100,000, and that the west and foreign 
countries will contribute, which they had no 
opportunity of doing this year.
